I forgot to mention in my last, two ob- 
jects of historic ipterest preserved in the Hotel 
de Ville of this city. One is the gold plate 
with carved figures on its surface. It was given 
by the Emperor, Charles V., and although 
strictly guarded by the citizens, the plate was 
stolen. Napoleon replaced it with one of sil- 
ver, made exactly like the old one and gilded. 
There are also two golden keys, which un- 
lock the gates of the city ; they were presented 
to Napoleon at his triumphant entrance, and 


are still preserved as precious relics. And now

* The high province of the Supreme Court is to 


define and establish the law. As long as its deci- 
sions are invariably in accordance with law, this 
high tribunal is worthy of entire respect, and its 
decisions are to be acquiesed in with uncomplaining | 
submission. If there be any hardness it is the hard- 
ness of law. The Court has no latitude to vary 
from the law. Doing this it is the most tyrannical 
power in the land, and the members of this tribunal, 
sworn to administer the law in its exactness, cease 
to be worthy of respect. ‘The Governor’s veto of a 
law can be set aside by a two-thirds vote of the 
legislature. But a decision of the Supreme Court, 
can be reviewed by no effective power, and ninety- 
nine hundredths of the people of the State have not 
power to reverse it or set it aside. A single deci- 
sion contrary to the law by a Supreme Court, should 
be viewed with d.strust not inerely, but visited with 
indignation as the exercise of a tyranny which can 
be effected only by departing from the province and 
violating the oath of_a Judge. Such a decision has 
once been made by the Supreme Court of Califor- 
nia, according to its own confession and showing of 
the law, viz. in the famous Archy case, and there- 
fore not only is there good reason fur the common 
complaint that the Supreme Court is the sovereign

well-reasoned, and I believe incontrovertible remarks 
of the New York Tribune. 


“ The State Legislature of California, doubtless 
influenced by the religious ‘ervor of the last Winter 
and Spring, passed an act prescribing a decent ex- 
ternal observance of Sunday as a day of rest from 
traffic acd ordinary labor. The Supreme Court of 
that State, we regret to see, has by a majority of 
the Judges composing it, declared that law uncon- 
stitutional, on the ground that it discriminates in | 
favor of the Christian as against other religions— 
also as restricting a man’s natural right to acquire 
property. (This last reason, by the way, would 
seem equally cogent in proving unconstitutional ‘all 
laws against gambling houses, dens of Jewdness, 
and all other efforts to gain wealth by pandering to 
popular vices.) But our present concern is with 
the Court’s primary reason for its decision. 

We believe the two Jadges who made this deci- 
sion totally misapprehended or misstated the ques- 
tion at issue. A Legislature decides no theological 
question in enacting that the weekly day of rest re- 
cognized by the State shall be that which is pre- 
ferred and observed by a very large majority of its . 
citizens. It decides nothing but the fact of such 
preference, and the expediency of having one day in 
seven devuted to rest, quict. and (tor those who 
choose) spiritual improvement. We do not admit 
the Divine consecration of Friday, in abstaining at 
Mecca or Damascus, as we certainly should do, from 
any public violation of the Mohammedan Sabbath. 
We only manifest our respect for the feelings and 


convictions of the local majority and of our acqui- 


escence in the expediency of setting apart every 
seventh day asa season for rest, meditation: and 
: et Judge ‘erry would make our willing 
deference to the Mohammedan Sabbath a virtual 
renunciation of ‘Christianity. We protest against 
so sweeping and so unjust 4 deduction, “ When you 
are at Rome, do as the Romans do,” is a rule liable 
to abuse, but in the main a wholesome one neverthe- 
less; and the anti-Sunday-keeping people of Cali- 
fornia and of this City may well lay it to heart. 
“ The greatest happiness of the greatest number” 
can only be secured by a reasonable deference to the 
will of the majority. That we are vot all agreed 


ought not to deprive us of one, if there is in fact a 
large majority of the community in favor not only 
of having a Sabbath, but of celebrating it oma 
specified day'of the week. We are opposed to all 
compelliug people to attend church on that or any 
other day, and.to all requirements of more than a 


. decent external observance of the day on the part 


of any. Sach external respect for the day indicated 
for the Sabbath by a majority is due from every 


- supporter of government and social order; and he 
who would make his own dissent from the Sabbath 
of the. majority a.source of personal gain by pub- 


licly working or trading on that day, evinces a 
spirit of selfish greed rather than of inde; endence.

EXPORT TAX UPON TREASURE. 


This source of revenue may be a very desirable adjunct to 
our State finances, it being designed by its originators to 
reach a certain class of property that has hitherto contrib- 
uted nothing towards the support of government.
